WHY STUDY ENGLISH? 


Speaking before the graduating class of

THE EDISON CENTENNIAL 


When, on February 11, the centennial of Thomas 


Edison'* birth li celebrated, it needs to be recalled 
that his stupendous achievements in social welfare 
were his own, unassisted and undirected by any 
government, taken at his own risks, largely on bor- 
rowed capital, the lenders and investors sometimes 
losing what they put into the experiments, some- 
times earning on the product. 


I have often thought of what would have hap- 


pened to Edison had'hc lived In this era of Statism, 
when those who control the bureaus of government 
decide what i» good or bad, necessary or un- 
neceiiary, in the interest of the State or for the 
benefit of the private enterpriser. 


Let us say that young Tom Edison had to go to 


the Bureau of New Ideas of the Division of En- 
gineering of the Department of Inventions of the 
Office for Social Improvements, usually referred to 
as OSI. His petition would be for permission to 
use rare and essential commodities for experiments 
to produce a lamp which would use plectricity in- 
stead of coal gas for lighting purposes. 
, 
In the first place, he would have to fill in a 


questionnaire, in nine copies, each on a different 
colored sheet of paper. He would have to give his 
name, address, father's name and occupation, 
mother's maiden name, place of origin, sex, re- 
ligion, color, size of skull, shape of skull, color of 
hair, fingerprints, footprints, number of moles, etc. 
There would be four lines for qualifications. 


Now, that would stump young Tom, for he had no 
qualifications. He was never at college. He was 
a graduate of neither of M.I.T., Carnegie Tech, 
Cal. Tech, nor even of the Harvard School of 
Business Administration. How could he possibly 
know anything about anything? He had passed no 
examinations, had never read the learned works 
of Marx or Voblen, know notliinR of the economics 
of John MaynBid Keyncs or Hnrokl Laskl, could 
not tell the difference between the political theories 
of Hume' or Trotzky. He sure was in a bad way. 
He had never been given a Phi Beta Kappa 


key by any school and having neither a B.A. nor a 
B.S., he certainly had no Ph.D. What possible 
Justification could there be tor the assumption that 
he, of all men, could invent an electric light, much 
less a phonograph and a moving picture machine, 
to say nothing of an alkaline storage battery? 
Surely no man who had not been qualified by a 
college, authorized by a faculty, canonized by a 
degree and beatified by a ccrtillculo could possess 
the knowledge, ability, imagination and compe- 
tence to accomplish anything ol social significance, 
So young Tom Edison would have to retreat 


from his ambitions. He would join a union and 
get a Job as a mechanic in a factory where his 
seniority rights would see him through to a ripe 
old-age, after which he could depend upon social 
••curTty to see him to the grave, unsung, unwept, 
a mere statistical entity, a number on a card, a 
dot on a chart, a biological thing mastered by tho 
overwhelming omniscience of the State. 
But let us suppose that he hurdled the question- 
naire. He would then have to face all tho de- 
fenders of obsolescence. 
The wick-makers union 


would Insist upon their jurisdictional rights. Would 
the lampmakcrs be in the glass-blowers union or 
in the wicks-makers union, the A.F. of L. or the 
manufacturers, 
the 
sheep-growers, 
the 
lard- 


melters, the form-moulders, etc., and they would 
demand that their huge investment be protected. 
The cotton Senators would unite with the sheep 
Senators on this matter and would flght the copper 
Senators. Then the bankers with lantern accounts 
would timidly suggest that the RFC take over the 
accounts, while the Anglophiles would demand to 
know what would happen to the British Empire If 
we beat them to the punch. Petrillo would re- 
quire that a trombone be a standby in every home 
that owned a phonograph. 


Of course, It never happened that way. Thomas 
Kdlion puttered away on his own. He borrowed 
money. 
Ho found backers. Ho often fulled. 
He 
often lost other people's money. He took the risks. 
Jle gave the world light, warmth, joy.

cian and the public generally. Police officers who 
have to handle alcoholics on the streets have in 
many cases taken them homt or to a hospital be- 
cause everywhere it is agreed that alcoholism is a 
disease. It is believed that within five years or less 
the officers of the law will nol be handling these 
cases, that there will be special hospitals or de- 
partments in general hospitals whore treatment ol 
acute and also chronic alcoholism will be treated. 


The fact that Yale University has organized a 
special annual session for the study of alcoholism 
is significant. Attending this session are physicians, 
religious leaders, social workers, labor representa- 
tives and others, and if statistics were available it 
would show that thousands of alcoholics have been 
cured as a result of those attending these lectures. 
I have mentioned more than once the organiza- 


tion known as Alcoholics Anonymous with head- 
quarters at 459 Grand Central Annex, New York 17, 
N, Y., and branches in many cities. Among its mem- 
bers are men und women of outstanding ability who 
had used alcohol as a stimulant in their work, to 
overcome fatigue, to forget or avoid heavy respon- 
sibilities and had become alcoholics. The work of 
Alcoholics Anonymous consists mostly of a cured 
alcoholic taking in care an alcoholic and helping 
him over temptation periods by spiritual advice and 
by showing him how he himself was able to fight 
alcoholism. 


Research workers state that practically all alco- 


holics are willing to admit they are alcoholics and 
want to be cured can be cured. Where "medical" 
treatment is used the alcoholic is given one tablet 
of benzedrine sulfate after breakfast and after 
lunch, and a phcnobarbital tablet at bedtime. The 
benzedrine sulfate gives a boost just when it is 
needed. Benzedrine sulfate and phenobarbital must 
be prescribed by a physician.. For those not willing 
to be helped physicians now prescribe digitalis or 
atroplne to be put in the! rtea or coffee.

Any'person who learns that he 


has pulmonary tuberculosis is up 
against a big, tough enemy. De- 
feating it is no part-time job. 
Resting, following the doctor's or- 
ders implicitly and keeping a calm 
and hopeful 
mind can be/ the 
hardest kind of work. 


Often one of the most difficult 
parts of the job is accepting the 
doctor's diagnosis of tuberculosis, 
especially if the disease is discov- 
ered in the early stage. The pa- 
tient has no symptoms that he 
recognizes. He does not feel very 
sick. He sees no reason why he 
should go to a hospital. He may 
decide to "shop around" for a doc- 
tor who wiil tell him something 
different. Ho my try some quack 
"sure cure." He may decide'to 
gamble on just staying home for 
a while and taking a little rest. 
Within six months to a year 
the disease will usually have pro- 
gressed so far that the patient 
cannot avoid seeing the error of 
his ways. At livsl he feels sick and 
eagerly seeks sanatorium care. 
Valuable time has been lost. The 
disease is so much worse that re- 
covery will cost him more in time 
and money. Ho may lose his earn- 
ing capacity and usefulness per- 
manently and have to be support- 
ed by his family or the taxpay- 
ers-.
